Que., May 30.— While 
final tabulations of the casualties in 
the sinking of the ill-fated steamer 
lOmpress oi Ireland were belUK made 
to-day, showing that 4li3 of her pas- 
sengers and crew had been rescued 
and 'J Hi had perished. Capt. Henry 
George Kendall, of the llliier. was 
telling his^tory of the disaster at an 
Inquiry conducted by Coroner rin- 
aud here. 

('apt. Kendall, in substance, de- ^ 
dared that lie had taken all possible 
precautions against a collisiou. His 
ship had been stopped, he gave the 
requlaite signals when the Danish 
collier Storstad, which dealt the blow 
which sent the .Rmpress to the bot- 
tom, was still two miles away, but 
iIh' Killier ke|it on throuKli tlo' foK 
"liiili settled down soon after the 
two vessels sighted each other, and 
had rammed the Kmpreas of Ireland 
while the latter waa Tirtahlly mo- 
tionless. Then, despite his plea' to 
the maater of the collier that he run 
his engines full speed ahead to keep 
the hole in the liner's side pluujicd 
with the .Storslail's how, said C.ipl i 
Kendall, the Danish vessel backed 
away, tiie water roshod In. and the 
Kuipress sank

MoatrAl, May SI.— The other 
side of the stbry ot the collision In 

the St Lawrence lyver last Friday 
morninif between the Canndiaii I'ac- 
illc liner Kiiipress of Irelnnil and the 
.Norwegian coiiier storstad, which 
resulted in the sinking of the liner 
with the loss of more than Htcs. 
was foM to-night. 

Capt. Thomas Anderson, of the 
Rtontad, had remained silent on th<< 
subject of the collision until reach- 
IngMontreai, his destination, to-day. 
After he liad made a report to rep- 
resentatives of the Dominion Coal 
Company, charterera of the vessel, 
and of the owners of the steamer, n 
statement bas^ on his declarations 
to them was given out to-night. 

According to the statement, when 
the iOmpress of Ireland was sighted 
and fog shortly afterward envtdoped 
both vessels, fog signals were ex- 
clianR(>d and the Storstad's engines 
Were stopped. 

When she lost sight of the Ex- 
press in the river mist, the latter'u 
course had been set so thai the ves- 
seJs would Pass each ollii'r .safely. 
Tile .Stor^it.id's lourse remained un- 
altered, the statement adds, but 
"hen the lliiiiiresg of Ireland was 
next seen she waa close at hand On 
tho port bow of the collier "tfnd 
making conatderable headway. " 

It is declared that the Storstad's 
engines wen :it once reversed and 
that her momeiituin was nearly 
( iie( k> d When tha Taaaols came to- 
gether. 

As for the charge that the Stor- 
stad backed out of the hole she had 
torn In the Bmprdss. the oUtement 
declares that it is not true. Her 

engines were ordered aheafl to hold 
Imt atainst llii' liner's sid... hut the 
hc.idway the l';nipress was under, 
twisted the collier's bow out of tlie 
gash, it is added. And not only did 
the collier remain aa near the aeeae 
of the coUision as was safe, but 
everyiAie of her boats was lowered, 
despite her own damaged condition, 
and saved .'l.-ift-of ihe liner's passen- 
i:ers and crew .

In 18.*i.*i, 40 yoara; In ISS'i, 4.* years, 
and In 1008, 47 years. The increase 
of loutievlty In Europi' is still more 
aigni tic am . In Switzerland in Hie 
Sixteenth century the average life 
was only 21.2 years, but In the Se\- 
enteenth century it bad reached 2r>.7 
yearb: The BIghteenth century was 
marked by an average of 33.<i yeara, 
while the Nineteenth rentnry saw 
an lncrea~i 'n years.
